Ottawa. Nov. 4.— Fire broke out in 
Pembroke at 4.20 thin morning in the 
foundry of the National Manufactur- 
ing company, from which it .spread to 
the Leland hotel and along the street 
leading to the dock. It crossed that 
street and burned buildings down to- 
wards the C.P.R. tracks and spread up 
Main street as far as the Manitoba- 
hotel. In tho vicinity of tho Leland 
hotel the lire was checked. 

Around the Manitoba hotel the fire 
was apparently under control at G 
o'clock, but at G.30 it broke out in 
j wooden buildings and in boathouses 
I along the river front up to near the 
j bridge opposite the post ofllce. It 
spread to a butcher shop between two 
large stores and then swept around 
and caught in the wooden work of the 
bridge and swept back towards the 
Copeland house. Soon that whole 
block of brick stores was on lire and 
passage across the bridge was stop- 
ped. Then it leaped the street and 
caught in a grist mill on the same side 
of the river. Then as it swept back 
towards the business part it beci f .x.n» 
evident that the Copeland house would 
go. 

Later reports say the Copeland 
house was destroyed, also the Monroe 
block. About forty residences in all 
were burned. Assistance was sent 
from Renfrew, Carleton Place and 
Arnprior, and at one o'clock this af- 
ternoon the fire, although still burning, 
was under control. The central part 
of the town was burned out, including 
the National Manufacturing company's 
plant. tile Dickson block, Monroe 
block, tin; Pembroke Mill company. 
Pembroke Woollen mills, Quebec 
bank and Ottawa, bank. 

A .heavy north wind rendered the 
firemen's efforts almost useless. 

The latest report from Pembroke is 
that the fire finally burned itself out 
i at the bank of Muskrat river, which 
I runs through the town, and the resl- 
| dential district as well as most of tho 
' business section wns saved. The loss 
will probably amount to half a million 
dollars.

The feet 
were bare, and there was otherwise 
only a small amount of clothing on 
tile body, which had evidently been 
in the water for several weeks. There 
were no marks of identification and It 
was impossible to ascertain from the 
appearance of the body how the man 
met his death. It is considered likely 
that ho fell off a wharf or else com- 



mitted suicide.

Montreal, Nov. Six- days from 
Liverpool to Quebee'is the mark which 
the impress of Ireland ,blda fair to set 
on her present ve;:age. Leaving 
Liverpool bar at C: 33 p. pi. on Friday 
last, Captain Porster reported Tues- 
day afternoon at 3: .10 p.m. from a po- 
sition SO miles east of Belle Isle that 
the average speed to that point had 
been 18.3 knots per hour, and they 
had experienced moderate weather up 
to 39 degrees west and since then 
moderate southeast gales.

Edward Temoin, three years fcfc 
threatening, by letters, to kill his wife, 
upon the proceeds of whose evil life 
he had been living for years in Paris 
and Vancouver. 

Thomas Upjohn, one year for the 
abduction of his little niece, who was 
at tho time in the legal custody of tho 
Children's Aid Society. 

Takashai, nine months, for assault- 
ing a fellow countryman, cutting him 
with a broken bottle. 

Malisno Lison, a Filipino, five years 
for wounding,a Filipino woman with 
whose family he had been living. 

Kalathbal, an Indian, seven years 
for assault upon a. white woman. 

Richard Hulbert, two months for 
shooting a neighbor's cattle, Hulbert 
making restitution and paying for the 
cuttle lie hud killed.

Two to Be Hanged. 

New Haven, Conn., Nov. 4. — Raf- 
faelo Carfaro and Guiseppy Campag- 
nolo convicted of the murder of Geo. 
D. Shehan, last August, were In tho 
superior court today, sentenced' to 
death by bunging the latter on Fob. 
23 and tho former on the day follow- 
ing. 



New York, Nov. 4.— Practically com- 
plete returns received up to a late hour 
tonight indicate that Wm. H. Taft, of 
Ohio, as president-elect, will have a 
vote of 300 In tho electoral college. 
This is within sixteen votes of the 
forecast made by National Chairman 
Hitchcock, und 60 more than a major- 
ity out of the total electoral vote of 
483. The most important news of tiie 
late returns indicate that Maryland, 
vacilatlng during tho day und appar- 
ently being safe for the Democracy, 
has been swung into the Taft column. 
The llgures give Mr. Taft tiie state by 
149 votes. 

Maryland was the last of tho doubt- 
ful states to be heard from. Indiana 
and West Virginia as well as Montana 
turned out to be safely Republican. 
Colorado was for Bryan. 

Mr. Bryan has 174 votes, two less 
than he received in 1S9G. In 1004 Mr. 
Parker received only 140 votes. In 1000 
Mr. Bryan received 155 votes and in 
1S9G tiie Nebraskan received 17G votes. 

Mr. Taft's 309 electoral votes com- 
pare with 330 received by Roosevelt in 
1904, 292 received by McKinley in 1900 
and 271 received by McKinley in 1S9G. 
Composition of Congress 
No changes of material Interest have 
been reported in tho congressional re- 
turns today. The Republicans will 
have the same working majority in the 
01st congress as at present, and Jos. 
G. Cannon, of Illinois, undoubtedly will 
succeed himself as speaker. Repre- 
sentatives Jesse Orel-street, of Oiiio, 
and Hepburn, of Iowa, are the most 
conspicuous among those who have 
failed of re-election. Tho senate re- 
tains its Republican complexion, al- 
though there will be a material change 
in the personnel of the upper body of 
Hie national legislature. 

The states carried by Mr. Bryan arc 
as follows: Alabama 11, Arkansas 5, 
Colorado 5. Florida 5, Georgia 13, Ken- 
tucky 13, Louisiana 9, Missouri IS, 
Mississippi 9, Nevada 3, Ne- 
braska S, North Carolina 11, 
Oklahoma 7, South Carolina 9, 
Tennessee, 12; Texas, IS, and Virginia 
12; total, 174. All. tho rest of tho 
states are safe for Taft with the ex- 
ception of Maryland, where tho issue 
is so close that an official count may 
be necessary to finally determine the 
result. 

Norman E. Mack, of the Democratic 
party, issued a statement tonight In 
Which he declared that he did not be- 
lieve Mr. Bryan would again be a 
candidate for the presidency, he said 
he believed that the Nebraskan might 
be a candidate for the senate in 1911, 
providing the legislature of his state 
is Democratic in that year, when tho 
first vacancy occurs. 

The latest returns indicate that in 
the national House of Representatives 
tin! Republicans will have. 20S members 
and tiie Democrats 172, with eleven 
districts missing. 

Judge Taft's plurality in tho state of 
Now York, according to corrected re- 
turns late tonight,. is 203,235, more than 
28,000 in excess of Roosevelt's plural- 
ity of four years ago. 

Governor Hughes was re-elected in 
New York state by 71,159. The returns 
as between president and governor in- 
dicate a heavy splitting of tickets. Tho 
proportion of spoiled ballots was 
about the same in tile up-state districts 
and Greater New York. 

Ohio's Vote, 

Today's returns were watched with 
a great deal of interest, not in the be- 
lief that they could have any possible 
effect upon the national ticket, but be- 
cause of local conditions. The heavy 
vote in Ohio made the llgures extra- 
ordinarily late, owing to the immense 
sea of ballots. Mr. Taft carried his 
own state, however, by 50,000 plurality, 
a reduction of more than 200,000 from 
the Roosevelt vote of foul' years ago. 
Tho Democratic state ticket in Ohio, 
headed by Judson Harmon for gover- 
nor, appeared to be safely elected. Tho 
state legislature, which is to choose a 
successor to Senator Foraker, 
appears to bo in doubt. 

The Senate 

Washington, Nov. 4. — The present 
indications are thut the Republicans 
will have about a two-thirds majority 
in the United States Senate as tho re- 
sult of yesterday's elections, or practi- 
cally the same as at present, 10 Re- 
publicans and 13 Democrats. Alabama, 
Arkansas, Louisiana and Maryland 
already have chosen Democrats and 
Kentucky and Vermont Republicans. 
The other Senators to whom succes- 
sors are to bo elected are: 

Republicans— Allison, Iowa, who will 
be succeeded by a Republican; Ank- 
eny. Washington; Brandegee, Con- 
necticut; Galllnger, New Hampshire; 
Hansbrough, North Dakota; Long, 
Kansas; Penrose, Pennsylvania; Per- 
kins, California; Piatt, New York; 
Smoot, Utah; Stephenson, Wisconsin J 
all of whom will be succeeded either 
by themselves or other Republicans. 

Democrats — Clay, Georgia; Garry, 
South Carolina; Gore, Oklahoma; Mil- 
ton, Florida; Overman, North Caro- 
lina; all of whose successors will bo 
Democrats. 

The only scnatorshlps remaining in 
doubt are those of Ohio, Indiana and 
Oregon, which are now represented by 
Senators Foraker, Hemenway and 
Fulton, Republicans, and Colorado, 
Missouri and Nevada, represented by 
Senators Teller, Stone and Newlands, 
Democrats.

HARVARD PRESIDENT 
RETIRESFROM WORK 

Dr, Eliot Resigns After Service 
of Thirty Years in Uni- . 
versity 



Boston, Nov. 4. — President Charles 
Eliot, of Harvard university, for more 
than thirty years the head of the Cam- 
bridge institution, has tendered his re- 
signation, to take effect on May 19 
1909, according to an announcement 
made today by tho Harvard board of 
overseers. The resignation has been 
accepted. No reason is assigned, and 
Dr. Eliot refuses to comment on his 
action. 

It has been known among those In 
close touch with the university that it 
has been President Eliot's desire for 
some time to relinquish the duties of 
his office, and to retire to private life. 
In fact the possibility of such action 
had been so definite that some of the 
more prominent alumni had discussed 
the question of a successor. 

Among tho alumni mention has been 
made of Prof. A. Lawrence Lowell, who 
occupies the chair of science of gov- 
ernment, and a brother of Perclval 
Lowell, the astronomer, as tho probable 
choice to fill the vacancy.

Washington, Nev. 4. — "Temporarily 
defeated, but not conquered," is the 
way Mr. Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, sums 
up labor's view of the result of elec- 
tion in a statement issued today, as 
follows: "The organized workers stood 
true to the causo of justice and human 
freedom. This is not the first time in 
the struggles of the masses that 
wealth, privilege and power gained a 
material, even though a temporary 
victory. The moral influence of the 
campaign Is with the cause of the 
workers. The part. labor took compel- 
led tho discussion to be devoted almost 
«.clusively to the labor question; the 
labor movement, and the principles of 
right, justice and humanity upon 
which their philosophy and demands 
are based. Even though disappointed 
witli the immediate result, there is no 
cause for and there will not be loss of 
faith and confidence in the. justice of 
labor's demands and their successful 
achievement. Action, consistent, in- 
sistent and persistent, will achieve for 
tho toilers the triumph of the cause of 
labor and the cause of human justice. 
Though temporarily defeated, labor is 
not conquered. The future la ours."

The members of tho Arctic Brother- 
hood arrived yesterday afternoon with 
their wives on the Princess Victoria 
according to schedule and were wel- 
comed by a committee of Victorians, 
after which they proceeded to their 
quarters at the Empress hotel. The 
party was not quite as large as ex- 
pected and it was explained that a, 
largo contingent had failed to eaten 
the boat, but would arrive today. Yes- 
terday was the day after the presi- 
dential elections In the States, and tho 
victory of Mr. Taft being a popular one 
in Seattle there was a general jubila- 
tion which lasted the greater par; of 
the night. Some of the party •said 
that there wore thousands of pcoplo on 
the streets watching the returns up to 
an early hour in the morning, and 
that crowds of excited men and women 
patrolled the main thoroughfares until 
long after their usual hour of re- 
tiring. 

Be this as it niay, although some- 
what depleted in numbers there wero 
quite enough Arctic Brothers to make 
a good showing and to reciprocate tho 
warm welcome they received from tho 
reception committee. Mrs. Gordon 
Hunter and Mrs. Kent were there on 
behalf of the ladies and for the men, 
there were the Mayor, Chairman Kent, 
and W. T. Williams, John Nelson, H, 
W. R. Moore, John Arbuthnot, Capt. 
Irving and Dr. Thomas. 

The programme for tho afternoon 
consisted of the welcome to tho 
visitors from- the city. This took 
place In the Victoria theatre, where 
a fair sized audience of Victorians, 
Including many ladles, assembled in 
addition to the members of tho 
Brotherhood under the aegis of Mayor 
Hall. As- is the rule of the Brother- 
hood the proceedings were opened with 
prayer, which was delivered by tho 
Bishop of Columbia. Then Mayor Hall 
rose to welcome the guests. 

'•It is a great pleasure," said he, "as 
well as a -great honor to be allowed 
thus to- welcome the members of the 
Grand Camp of the Arctic Brother- 
hood to Victoria. I am especially glad 
as I realize that this is an order which 
has accomplished much for the good 
of the great northern country In which 
it is located. It is a young organiza- 
tion, having been started, I under- 
stand, in 189S, only ten years ago, but 
though started originally, I am told, 
as a jest, It rapidly became a factor in 
the life of the north and has now a 
camp in every considerable settlement 
in Alaska and British Yukon. It has 
many traits which deserve our special 
respect. One is that it has set' its 
face against fake stampedes, and I 
understand that no brother under pain 
or violating his oath may give other 
than correct information about strikes. 
When we reflect tho hardships and 
sufferings an Arctic stampede often 
meana, it can at once be seen what a, 
great service the Arctic Brotherhood 
is rendering in this respect. 

Helps Brothers in Distress 
"Another splendid feature of tho 
order has been reported to me, and 
that Is 'the help which it extends to 
brothers in distress. In tho inclement 
winters, it is often happens that a 
miner is caught unprepared in an 
Arctic gale or perhaps some accident 
happens to him, but, directly the news 
reaches camp and if it is a brother 
who is In trouble, assistance is at once 
despatched regardless of cost. I am 
told that in the first winter at Nome, 
when terrible weather prevailed, many 
and many a brother was thus saved, 
with the result that not a single, 
Arctic brother perished from tho dun- 
gors of the trail, although there wcro 
many casualties outside its ranks. 

"AVe do not know much about tho 
Arctic Brotherhood in Victoria, though 
what little wo do know is good, but: 
before our friends leave us we hopu 
to know more. AVe shali get personal- 
ly acquainted with them and get to 
like them for themselves. Thers ia 
another feature which appeals to us. 
And that is that the Brotherhood is- 
not a narrow affair. It is international. 
Its motto is "No Boundary Line Here." 
That is the right spirit among those* 
who are trying to build nations in tho 
northwest, and we welcome them the 
most heartily for that fact. I hope that 
their sessions will be ■successful and 
on behalf of the city of Victoria, I 
extend then the heartiest of wel-( 
comes." (Cheers.) 

Thomas Bruce, past grand Arctic 
chief, rose on behalf of the Grand 
camp, to return thank's for the wel- 
xtended to them. He regretted 
hat ther numbers wero less than 
they had hoped, but said that tho 
presidential election had Intervened, 
and in Seattlo everyone had sat up 
for the returns, with the result that all 
had not caught the, boat. He hoped 
that a further contingent would bo 
here by the next steamer. Still, thoso 
who had come fully appreciated, tho 
kind welcome extended to them. Mr. 
Brace then called upon C. E. Claypool 
to respond on behalf of the subordIn-> 
ato camps. 

Risrniniscent 

Mr. Claypool, who hails from tho 
Tanana, is one of the best known law- 
yers, in the north, and he delivered a 
most eloquent .address. Ho said in 
part: 

"The fact that tho Bishop of Co- 
lumbia has so kindly delivered our 
opening prayer for us, reminds mo of 
an occurrence which took plaoe at the 
Twelve Mile house.

Dear Sir: — In reply to your inquiry 
as to what actually took place at 
the time I resigned my position in the 
pbstofflce, will say that on Friday, 
September 25th, 1 was asked by a per.

1 
was then told that such a course 
would bring trouble not only to myself 
but to the questioner as well. 

The official In question had always 
treated me In the most kind and con- 
siderate manner, so I told him that 
to avoid further trouble for him I 
would resign as soon as I knew for 
sure that Mr. Martin would be In the 
Held. 

This was only one 'of many ways 
I was given to understand ' that ' I 
was not wanted in the position I oc- 
cupied, since 1 railed to agree with 
the Liberals In the last provincial 
elections — both Mr. Templeman and 
Senator Riley at different times telling 
nio In an Insulting manner that I 
should have been "fired." 

I have always held the opinion that 
a man should not allow Ills occupation 
to Influence his opinions on public 
questions, and that outside of working 
hours he should allow no one to Inter-, 
fere with his free actions. This; I 
was made to feel in many ways, was 
not what the Liberals of Victoria ex- 
pected of me and this difference of 
opinion resulted In my resignation. 

i have no personal grievance for 
having lost my position and no' per- 
sonal ends to serve in acquainting you 
With -this, but It seems to me that 
there Is a principle involved that 
should ho of interest to all working 
men. If ah employer, whether a priv- 
ate Individual or a government, can 
dictate to a man what stand lie should 
take on public questions, there is lit- 
tle difference between his condition 
and actual slavery. So I submit these 
facts to you for what you may think 
they are worth. 

I cannot give you the name of the 
official that I have spoken of, as I wish 
to give him no trouble, and 1 am satis- 
lied that ho acted only under pressure 
from t,ie_ Liberal- assin-iation.. or- soma 
such source. I wish the blame, if anv 
to fall on the right shoulders.

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JAPANESE SHIPBUILDERS 
SEEK FOREIGN TRADE 



The advantages enjoyed by Japan; 
where shipyard labor is probably 

cheaper than elsewhere in the world, 
to compete With foreign shipbuilders, 
are being lessened according to Mr. 
MatSUgata, president of the Kawasaki 

dockyard company of Kobe. Speaking 

at the launching of the new H.700 ton 
steamer Mlyazakl Mar.U built for the 
Nippon Yusea Kalsha'N European line, 
lie said shipbuilding was one of the 
most Important Industries of Japan 
and it had made great and wonderful 
progress. He said: ".lapam-se ships 
were not for Japan alone, they wore 
attracting great attention from the. 
outside world. For instance, the 
Kawasaki Dockyard had been entrust- 
ed Willi orders for vessels from China, 
Slam, and other countries, and those 
orders had been successfully executed. 
Now it had tendered for the construc- 
tion id' Hie Russian Volunteer Fleet 
ste'amore. Of course', It was uncer- 
tain whether the order would be ■se- 
cured. \'Thcy had to compete with 



the shipbuilders of other countries 
Then it had to be remembered that 
Japan has to import much of tho 
material required, owing to the still 
unsatisfactory condition of Japanese 
business affairs. Owing to the cus- 
toms duty and other expenses, the laid 
down cost of these Imported materials 
is very high. In fact when they reach 
the Dockyard in Japan such goods are 
about 40 or .10 per cent, dearer, as 
compared with prices paid by Euro- 
pean shipbuilders; Nevertheless they 
hope to compete witli British and 
other advanced shipbuilders. So far, 
tills advantage was offset by the sub- 
sidy granted by the government for 
the encouragement of shipbuilding, 
| The terms of the subsidy, however, 
would soon expire, and if it should 
not be renewed a great blow would ho 
•given to the Industry. lie could not 
believe that the wise and far-seeing 
members of tho government who had 
charge of the matter would make tho 
mistake of withdrawing the ■ subsidy. 

But in any case lie was resolved to 
maintain the good name of the Dock- 
yard, and to dcvelope the Works more 
and more. 

Mr. Kato, vice-president of the 
Nippon Vusen Kaisha said when the 
six big steamers of tills size and type, 
all built in Japan, have been placed 
on the Company's European service, 
the Influence of Japanese shipping will 
bo considerably Increased. It was 
well to remember that until a tow 
years ago, It was Impossible to have 
any vessels larger than 1,1)00 tons con- 
structed in Japan. Now, however, 
ships of any size can be constructed 
at home. That was a. very satisfac- 
tory point and it afforded proof of the 
wonderful progress Which had been 
made the total tonnage of Japanese 
vessels, which was only ^00,000 or 300,- 
000 a few years ago, has now reached 
1,300,000. As compared with the tidal 
tonnage of British vessels, however, 
it was still hut one-eighteenth. Japan; 
therefore, must continue' to make 
greater efforts. Referring to .Mr. Mat- 
stlgata's remarks on the government's 
encouragement of the shipbuilding in- 
dustry and of navigation he could only 
say that if any one thought a subsidy 
unnecessary he could only be charged 
with taking a very superllcial view 
of matters.

Mr. Taft is the choice of the peo- 
ple of the United States for Presi- 
dent. He has not, strictly speaking, 
"ooen elected, for that Is a formality 
■yet to bo gone through, but the de- 
cision or the Electoral College was de- 
termined by Tuesday's vote. The gen- 
eral opinion of people outside the 
United States will be very favorable. 
Jlr, Bryan is a man, who has deservedly 
won the esteem of the English speaking 
public. He is thoroughly manly, 
and experience has tempered his views 
on economic questions. His personal 
character is above all question and 
he Is one of the .strongest personali- 
ties, who have appeared In public life 
in the United States during the last 
quarter of a century, and perhaps we 
might say in ' a longer period.

A telegram from Ottawa says that 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler will sit for that 
city In the House of Commons, that tho 
Department of Inland Revenue will be 
given to Mr. Jacques Bureau, that 
Mr. Templeman will ho appointed to 
the Railway Commission and that 
"British Columbia is practically hand- 
ed over to tlie Conservatives." It Is 
astounjllng how poor a sense of pro- 
portion some people have, how wretch- 
ed a conception of political leader- 
ship they possess and what ill-temper 
they can display. One would suppose 
that tlie defeat of the Minister of In- 
land Revenue was in the nature of a 
public calamity and called for an out- 
pouring of the vials of political wrath 
leastjupon this wicked province which he 
represented in the cabinet. One would 
suppose that Sir Wilfrled Laurler is 
so utterly tactless as to jeopardize the 
future of his political party In this 
province by ignoring the claims of the 
West to cabinet representation. One 
would also suppose that no cabinet 
minister was ever defeated before, and 
yet those, who have hot forgotten the 
political history of tlie country, will 
recall that even so eminent a public 
man as Sir John Mucdonald went down 
to defeat and had to seek refuge in a 
deferred election in this city. It Is no 
part of our business to advise tlie Ot- 
tawa ministry what course It ought to 
take, although we may say that, if 
some of the suggestions made in tlie 
Colonist during (lie past few years 
had been acted on, there might have 
been a different story to he told after 
the election. The Colonist, in pur- 
suance of its declared policy of placing 
tlie welfare of the province before the 
interests of its political party, re- 
peatedly urged upon the representa- 
tive of British Columbia In the Cabinet 
certain lines of action. We were 
quite conscious that If our suggestions 
were acted on the hands of the Lib- 
erals in this province would have been 
greatly strengthened. But they were 
not acted on. They were even made a 
ground for violent attacks upon this 
paper. Let us briefly recapitulate some 
of these matters. There was the ques- 
tion of Better Terms In regard to 
which we advised our representative 
in the Cabinet to take the same posi- 
tion as the Liberal leader In the local 
house. There was the Peace River 
land question, upon which we urged 
the Minister to make a stand for tin; 
most favorable construction or tho 
terms of the settlement of 1884, We 
advised tiiat he should not place him- 
self personally In tin attitude of hos- 
tility to the contention uf the province 
in respect to the Indian Reserves and 
the Fisheries. We counselled greater 
activity In (he protection of the fish- 
eries from poachers; Not only wore 
the suggestions of the Colonist on these 
and other points disregarded, but they 
were treated as impertinent. Tim 
defeat of Liberal candidates In this 
province was greatly facilitated by 
tho conduct of those, who assumed, 
and doubtless possessed, the right to 
determine tlie policy of that party 
here, which was. a policy of needless 
Irritation, a short-sighted policy, it 
policy which Invited defeat. If the 
Liberal loaders at Ottawa think it well 
to continue this course of folly, they 
have a perfect right to do so; but If

It was not to be expected that the 
"yellow press" of the United States 
would let tho incident of the recaption 
to tlie American battleship fleet in 
Australia pass without suggesting that 
the cordiality displayed on that occa- 
sion was born of dread of what might 
happen as a result of the Anglo-Japa- 
nese treaty. But there is prompt de- 
nial of there being any ground for such 
opinion, as will he seen in the follow- 
ing special press cablegram from Lon- 
don: "A despatch from Melbourne 
says the article published in San Fran- 
cisco to the effect that Australia is 
bitterly hostile to the Anglo-Japanese 
treaty Is quite Incorrect, as the Com- 
monwealth Is perfectly satisfied and 
has trust in the Foreign Office." 



Canadians have special reason to 
hope that as a result of the general 
elections which are to be hold in New 
Zealand on the 17th of this month Sir 
Joseph Ward's government may be 
sustained, as it Is favorable to the sub- 
sidizing of a line of steamships to Bri- 
tish Columbia ports. A special cable 
from Wellington of the date of October 
2S, reads: "Sir Joseph Ward strongly 
urges that New Zealand should subsi- 
dize a steamer service to Canada to 
prevent Argentine from seizing Can- 
ada's frozen mutton trade. It Is cer- 
tain that the government will be re- 
turned by a large majority In the elec- 
tions on November 17th. It is expect- 
ed that prohibition will carry In several 
new districts."

Opinion is unanimous that sections 
adjacent to the const line are rich in 
mineral; and when the ground conies 
to be thoroughly prospected — and us 
yet it has hardly been scratched — 
some rich deposits may be located. 

The provincial campaign in Prince 
Edward Island has opened. Polling 
takes place two weeks hence. "Better 
Terms" Is the chief Issue, and Premier 
Hazard, who is at the head of a Liberal 
administration Is pressing for larger 
appropriations from tlie federal trea- 
sury. It remains to be seen whether 
this attitude on his part will' lie re- 
garded in tlie same light at Ottawa as 
when similar claims for tills province 
were pressed by a Conservative ad- 
ministration. 



Two rumors are In circulation, 
which may be bracketted together and 
thrown into tlie refuse heap of politi- 
cal canards. One is that Air. Cowan Is 
going to resign in Vancouver in order 
that a cabinet minister may be given 
to thai city, and the other that Mr. 
Sloan Is going to resign so that Mr. 
Mclnnes can get a seat in the House. 
Messrs. Cowan and Sloan have many 
virtues, hut that sort of resignation Is 
not included In the list. Disappoint- 
ment seems to deprive some people of 
common sense. 



Turkey has apparently come to tho 
conclusion that, while It may be an j 
excellent thing to put her trust in the 
diplomats of Europe' to protect her in- 
terests In the progress of the Balkan 
embrogilo, it behooves her to keep her 
powder dry. A Constantinople corres- 
pondent writes:, "Lest the threatened 
reactionary troubles materialize with I 
the change in the religious restrictions 
of the Ramazan feast to the compara- 
tive license of the Ba Irani festival, the | 
government today made a big display 
of military force. The newly-arrived 
regiments, brought* here to strengthen 
the constitution, marched to various 
points, their bands playing, and post- 
ed strong pickets. They then marched 
on, displaying their prepnredness for 
contingencies. The day passed without 
disorders, and the Sultan's glittering 
Bairam reception was equally unevent- 
ful. The Turks are encouraged, but 
they will maintain their precautions, 
throughout the Bairam festival, at 
leust."

There can hardly be any 
question that if the shorter distance to 
be traversed shall be tile determining 
factor In the choice of a terminal port 
on the other side of the Atlantic, Black- 
sod Bay has a pre-eminent advantage 
over all rival points, and it is for this 
reason that the Colonist has special 
sympathy with Ireland In this matter. 
We have hopes that when the Pacific 
link of the great Imperial fast steam- 
ship service is coupled up, a port on 
Vancouver Island will be chosen as a 
terminus, and for the very same rea- 
son as that advanced by the promoters 
of the agitation In favor of the selec- 
tion of.. Blacksod Bay— the saving of 
time and distance.

Cassel. There is said to have been 
no other foundation for the report 
.than a slight breakdown of the royal 
automobile which delayed the party 
for some time.

ABOUT PEOPLE 



That Canadians may take a lesson 
.from Quebec on tho courtesies of life 
is the opinion of Earl Grey, who at 
Ottawa the other day delivered a very 
interesting and instructive address 
•before the National Council of Women 
jjjtAs correspondent writes: 
c That the French-Canadian popula- 
tion of Canada show more regard for 
;good manners and the little courtes 
,ies of life than, do English-speaking 
: citizens of the Dominion was tho 
: statement made In an address by his 
Excellency tho Governor-General at 
the opening of the public meeting to- 
night of tho National Council of 
Women In annual meeting at the cap- 
ll. Earl Grey pointed out that 
Protestant Canada could take a lesson 
Fin politeness from Catholic Quebec, 
■and he suggested that the women of 
Canada could do much to improve the 
manners of the rising generation of 
Canadians. Nearly one hundred dele- 
gates from local Councils in all parts 
of the Dominion are in attendance at 
the meetlnjr of the National Council, 
•which will continue until Saturday 
next. Among the principal questions 
to be discussed are woman suffrage 
and juvenije courts. Dr. P. H. Bryce, 
chief medical olllcer of the Immigra- 
tion Department, in an address on 
public healtb dwelt principally on the 
movement for stamping out tubercu- 
losis and the better housing of the 
poor in cities. He urged that now 
was the time In Canada to prevent 
the future evils of congested slum 
districts in Canadian cities by Joint 
municipal and government action in 
solving tho housing problem and bet- 
ter distribution of the immigrants, 
■who now showed a tendency to herd 
in the great centres of population. 
Miss Peters of St. John, in presenting 
the report of the committee on super- 
vised playgrounds, urged that half the 
present amount of school work and 
twice the amount allowed for play 
would bo better for the future wel- 
fare of the children of the country.

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Montenegro, which has now entered 
its protest against the restrictions of 
the Treaty of Berlin is, says tho Man- 
chester Guardian, one of the most in- 
teresting of the Balkan States. Its 
name, the Venetian variant of "Monte 
Nero," or "Black Mountain," is sup- 
posed to have been suggested by tho 
dark pine forests which once clothed 
its mountains, but the country now 
has generally a bare and stony aspect. 
Respecting this the natives say that 
"when God was distributing the stones 
over the earth the bag that held them 
burst over Montenegro." ..The coun- 
try in early times formed part of 
Illyria, called Praevalitana by tho 
Romans, of which Scutari, in Albania, 
was the capital. Modern Montenegro 
dates back from the battle of Kos 
sovo In 13S9, when the mountainous 
region between the Adriatic and th 
Zeta became the refuge of the Serb 
families who fled from the Turkish 
yoke. The Montenegrins, though re- 
markable for the refinement of their 
manners, have ever been distinguished 
for valor. Mr. Gladstone, speaking on 
the 18th October, 1895, paid them this 
high tribute: "In my deliberate opin- 
ion the traditions of Montenegro . 
exceed in glory those of Marathon and 
Thermopylae, and all the war tradl 
tlons of tho world." 

Among Montenegro's many heroes 
the most famous is Mirka, poet, pat- 
riot and warrior — "The Sword oi 
Montenegro" — brother to Danllo II 
and father of the present ruler, Prince 
Nicholas I. At the Congress of Paris 
In 1S56 Danilo demanded o£ the Powers 
the formal recognition of his country's 
independence, but later oil was in- 
clined to acknowledge Turkish, suzer- 
ainty in exchange fur certain 'benelftsi 
The Montenegrins, however, flamed up 
at what they considered their Prince's 
cowardice. Early in 1S5S a Turkish 
army appeared on the northern front- 
ier, and then Mirka put himself at the 
head of his country's defenders. The 
decisive battle took place on tho stony 
plain of Grahovo on the 13th of May. 
The Turkish troops, occupying the 
plain, found themselves shut in a kind 
of basin, from tho elevated , sides of 
which they were first assailed by a 
murderons fire and then charged by 
the Montenegrins, yataghan la hand, 
Flight was impossible, and tho Turks 
were practically cut to pieces, their 
losses in killed amounting, to over 
3,000, while the Montenegrins left onlv 
400 dead on the field. This was the 
Marathon of Montenegro. 

I am Inclined to think, says a writer 
in "M. A. P.," that the town of North 
Berwick has spent more on golf than 
any other municipality. But then, if 
North Berwick has made splendid 
golf courses, the golf courses have 
made North Berwick. Some time ago 
the Units suffered from over-popu- 
larity, and on every tee were bands of 
patient or irritable golfers waiting to 
get off. This congestion forced many 
players to pastures new. Then North 
Berwick took the matter In hand, and 
a month or two ago there was opened 
a new links, which lias relieved th 
congestion, and brought back to th 
town its golilng patrons. I under 
stand, says tho writer, that the new 
course has cost no less than X 10,000. 

Mr. Leonard Brasscy, the Unionist 
candidate for North Northampton 
shire, while motoiing to Corby at 
night, had his progress Impeded by 
two stray horses. One ran to a gate 
way, but the other persisted in keeping 
on In front of tho car. The chauffeur 
alighted to drive it off tho road, and 
while iie had gone Into the darkness 
a young lady cyclist appeared on the 
scene, but was too nervous to pass 
the horso at the gateway. Mr. Brasscy 
went to her assistance, and piloted 
her safely by. In the meantime the 
chauffeur returned, and, thinking his 
master was in the rear part of the 
car, drove on to Corby. Ho did not 
discover he was alone until he reach- 
ed the village, and, speedily driving 
back, met Mr. Brasscy on the road. 
The Unionist candidate arrived late at 
his meeting, and ills apology, When ho 
described his adventure, caused much 
merriment. 

Sir W. II. I). Haggard, who received 
the honor of knighthood from the King 
at the investiture at Buckingham 
Palace Is, says the Westminster Ga- 
zette, a brother of Mr. Rider Hag- 
gard, the novelist, and the eldest of tho 
seven sons of the late Mr. W. M. R. 
Haggard, of Braderiham Hall; Norfolk. 
The new knight has been In tho 
diplomatic service upwards of twenty 
ycurs, and he Is the British Minister 
to tho Republic of Brazil. He was re- 
presented his country at Borne, Mad- 
rid, Washington, Teheran and Cara- 
cas — In fact, there is hardly a continent 
in which he, has not held some post. 
Ho Is In. Ilia sixty-second year. The 
father of the Haggards — so many of 
whom have distinguished themselves 
was himself a man of niany parts. A 
deputy-lieutenant ' of ' Norfolk, he 
brought to the. position of magistrate 
a useful amount of legal, knowledge, 
for hp had been trained as a barrister. 
He was a widely-read man, and a 
charming conversationalist. Mr, 'W. 
M. R. Haggard died In 1803, nged 
seventy-six. Once there was a time 
when a Haggard directed tho business 
of tho Bank of England, und the family 
were of note in the city. 



BRITISH OPINION 

The Standard says:— There must be 
no confusion of ideas about tho points 
to be laid before the conference, and, 
though it may bo doubted if even 
England, Franco and Russia are yet 
agreed In 'thinking that a conference 
Is inevitable, we uro getting nearor 
to recommending that mode of avert- 
ing a grave menace to the peaco of 
Europe. Germany, It Is now permis- 
sible to hope, Is far from assuming 
tho unfavorable position assigned to 
her In some quarters. Statesmen in 
Bellin are not so ready to throw over 
the Sultan, nor havo recent occur- 
rences Increase their confidence In 
tho integrity of their Austrian ally. 
It will not be surprising If they are 
found closely in line with British 
policy, -even as to tho points to be 
submitted to the arbitrament of a 
council of Europe. For ourselves, we 
can only say that If a congress is to 
meet the programme ought to bo 
strictly limited. 

'. If tho statements which were current 
yesterday as to the issue of the con- 
ference between Sir E. Grey and M. 
lsvol.sky are fairly correct, says tho 
Morning Leader, our Foreign Minister 
has served not only his country, but 
all Europe, well. To Induce Russia 
to accept, without a demand for 1m 
mediate "compensation" at someone 
else's expense, the anarchical proceed- 
ings of Austria is not short of a diplo- 
matic triumph, while to recognise 
Bulgaria's declaration of independence 
as at least as much an "accomplished 
fact" as the annexation of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, and much more justifi- 
able, is a. long step towards making an 
International "re^ularlsation" in duo 
form possible. 

We are convinced says tho Dally 
Mall that the cause of women's suff- 
rage has been put back a generation 
by thu freaks of Mrs. Pankhurst and 
her silly followers. We are glad that 
Mr. Herbert Gladstone, generally a 
backboneless Minister, gave the ridi- 
culous Mr. Kelr Hardle little encour- 
agement to believe that these women, 
If sentenced again would be treated as 
first-class misdemeanants. To do so 
would be to prove once and tor all 
that there is ono law for the rich and 
another for the poor. They are In- 
finitely greater social pests than tho 
burglar or the pickpocket. Their 
exaggerated vanity and morbid yearn- 
ing for self-advertisement can only bo 
quenched by long unqualified discom- 
fort. • No self-respecting community 
can accede to the demands of people 
who seek to gi^ln their ends by such 
dangerous methods. Up to now the 
law has been administered with kindly 
restraint. Now the country will de- 
mand that thuso women ' who Incite 
to disorder and riot: shall be punished 
with the utmost severity, 

, The Daily Telegraph says:— The 
women's great attack failed yesterday, 
Uiough they will doubtless solace 
themselves by the individual triumph 
of one of the sisterhood who managed 
to penetrate undetected Into tho lobby 
of the House and dart Into tho cham- 
ber itself. It is her glory that she 
actually trod tho sacred floor while 
the Speaker was In the chair, artd 
shouted some words o£ interruption, 
until she was seized and carried out— 
struggling womanfully — by two at- 
tendants. How the dignity of wo- 
manhood was vlndlcted by so unseem- 
ly an incident Is not clear to any but 
believers In the cause, and if such .a 
sorry spectacle makes any impressirfn 
but that of disgust upon the Govern- 
ment they will deserve the worse fate 
which these angry women are calling 
down upon them. The three most- 
prominent leaders of the movement 
were arrested yesterday afternoon on 
a warrant issued after they had treat- 
ed the previous day's summons to 
Bow Street' with contempt. Perhaps 
they 'will learn from . tho magistrate 
that an incitement to riot Is a serious 
charge, and that exhortations to mob 
violence cannot be delivered with 
-Impunity when there is any likelihood 
of their speeches being responded to. 
No doubt the authorities would prefer 
to Ignore these women and their 
threats, but they cannot do so under 
the conditions now existing in London 
and the state of' Westminster last 
night was such as to demand con- 
tinued vigilance on the part of tho 
police. The scene which .took place 
fit the County Council meeting in 
Spring Gardens, where, before a 
gallery filled .with unemployed, on6 of 
the members defied the Chair, and was 
saved by a knot of his Labor col- 
leagues from being ejected by tho at- 
tendants, Is yet another plain Indica- 
tion of the lawless und reckless tem- 
per that prevails. 

London Times— Besides all the pro- 
occupations of their legislative pro- 
gramme, the Government 'have to sus- 
tain the embarrassment and incoven- 
lenco of the agitation of the woman 
suffragists. In his refusal to be 
overborne by their Importunity and 
unrullness, Mr. Asqulth has unmistak- 
ably adopted tho right course towards 
these ardent propagandists; but the 
persistency of their personal attacks,, 
and the degree of sympathy which they 
secure from ill-instructed persons, 
combine to make them u. source o£ in- 
evitable annoyance. Though the for- 
tunes of the Parliamentary campaign 
will attract tho most direct public In- 
terest from now until the end of the 
year, questions of finance and the pre- 
paration for the coming estimates 
must all the while absorb much at- 
tention of statesmen behind the scenes 
and -of the more thoughtful members 
of tho public. In spite of the slight 
recent indications of some Improve- 
ment In trade, it is apparent that the 
moment is by no means auspicious for 
the financing of the new scheme of 
old-age pensions, In addition to all the 
other calls upon the public purse. The 
hints and suggestions thrown out by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer have 
so far combined to a remarkable de- 
gree the qualities of vagueness and 
menace. The responsible section of 
the community will not feel fully re- 
assured on the question of how Mr. 
Lloyd-George intends to mnke thu 
national accounts balance till it ob- 
tains from him a statement of poliev 
considerably more detailed and re- 
sponsible than any which ho has so 
far glv-en. But some assurance may 
at least be felt that the danger o'f 
starvation has been averted from the 
national .forces. The President of the 
Board of Trade, who was believed also 
to favor the Idea that the service hen- 
roosts were fittest for pillage, has now 
professed his allegiance to the prin- 
ciple of our undiminished naval su- 
periority. Indeed the present position 
of events In tho International sphere 
supplies so strong an argument of the 
desirability of maintaining unimpaired 
our , naval anu military forces that It 
Is to be hoped that little more may 
be heard, In quarters deemed respon- 
sible, of. any desire to economize at 
thelf expense.

Tho Pecos Val- 
ley extends from tlio central part of 
New Mexico down into Texas, following 
tho course of tho I'ecos river. A recent 
visitor to that section, after spending 
two weeks In travoling through tho 
country by automobile, declared that 
conditions compel tho admiration of 
oven the most skeptical. 

In ono place over a- half-million dol- 
lars Is being spent on what, when com- 
pleted.- promises to be tho greatest 
achievement in Irrigation engineering 
over accomplished.

As Result Work of Incinerator 
and Scow Will Be In- 
creased 



The "dump" on Cook street, which 
for a long time, has been used for the 
purpose of disposing of a large quan- 
tity of the city's refuse, Is now a thing 
of the past. On the 1st of this month 
the dump was closed by order of the 
city, and 'hereafter all refuse matter 
such as ashes, clean rubbish, old lum- 
ber, tree trunks, and in fact all mater- 
ial which by its nature is not unsani- 
tary and can be used for tilling pur- 
poses, will bo carried to the low-lying 
ground at the Bock Bay 'bridge. A 
culvert has been put in to facilitate 
the work of dumping the material. 

With the closing down of the Cook 
street dump and the refusal of the 
city to allow any garbage other than 
of the nature mentioned above, to lie 
deposited In the city, the work of the 
incinerator at the garbage wharf, at 
tho foot of Telegraph street will be in- 
creased, while the scow service of gar- 
bage disposal will also be called upon 
to do greater service. Two men are 
now employed at the wharf and Incin- 
erator, and an average of forty loads

Never before in the history of the 
fruit industry of the island has great- 
er care been taken in this particular 
than this year ami mat tnese efforts 
have nut with the greatest success is 

shown by tiie remarkable success 

which tne Island fruit has met with 
on eastern markets, in fact the fruit 
exchange here makes it a rule to ac- 
cept from 110 grower fruit which is 
not properly packed and any such Is 
not sold but must be repacked prop- 
erly before being offered for sate. The 
result has been that while tne grower 
lias been forced to take much greater 
trouble witl) llis product in preparing 
it for market he has been rewarded 
by a largely increased market and de- 
cidedly better prices. Today the grow- 
er is receiving from $1 to $1.25 pet- 
box for his apples according to qual- 
ity which pi-ice, it Is stated, is much 
better than in former years. 

The apple crop this year has turned 
out considerably smaller than looked 
for earlier In the season largely due 
to the slops taken to prevent the 
spread of the pest and this has also 
been a factor in the Increase in prices, 
Some of the growers are showing a 
disposition to bold their produce in 
the expectation that prices will work 
still higher but many of them are not 
in a position to do so as they need the 
money. If the present demand keeps 
up there will, in all likelihood, lie 

some advance in prices and should this 
disposition 011 the part of tiie grow- 
ers to hold back become a fact it will 
probably result in an advance of from 
25 to 50 cents per box according to 
tat'emeht of the manager of.' the 
fruit exchange. Even at present 
exchange can get almost: any price 
for good slock but It simply cannot 
fill all orders. In the city about .100 
boxes a day are being disposed of and 
from H0<> to 100 in Vancouver. Tho 
chici varieties now arriving on the 
market are King's, Northern Spies, 
Blenhoipl Orange and Hen Davis. 

Apples are about the only fruit 
arriving In any quantity at present. 
The crop this year has not. been sat- 
isfactory from the standpoint of out- 
put though the quality has been fairly 
good. Prices are better than last 
year, the grower netting about $1.25 
per box. The arrivals on this market 
at present are few and the demand, 
while able to take care of what is of- 
fering, is not nearly as strong rela- 
tively as In the case of apples.

At the annual reunion of .the Rocke- 
feller family a person commissioned 
to trace their family history in Europe 
jnade a report that the ancestors of 
the Rockefeller family In southern 
'Franco were barons and that the Ger- 
man branch, which has heretofore been 
considered the original stock, is mere- 
ly an offshoot of the French family. 
They are traced to !)S0 A.D. John I). 
Rockefeller was net the original 
moneymaker, as the secretary found In 
Prance coins of the year 1500 A.D., 
made by the titled Rockefellers and 
bearing their names. He has produced 
the coat of arms, which consists of 
two rocks on red fields and two horns 
on while Holds with a. helmet, for a 
crest,, and a Latin motto, which, being 
translated, means "None more faith- 
ful."

the chief of these reforms. The re- 
port of the committee on public health 
was read by Mrs. Adam Short of Ot- 
tawa, and the* Free Press of that city 
points with some degree of pride to 
the Improvement in sanitary conditions 
there. The necessity that "there Is for 
all Canadian women to join their forces 
to those who are engaged In the work 
of stamping out tuberculosis was urged 
by Dr. Bryce, who urged that "the 
housing of people was an essential 
point ti lie considered in working .or 
the improvement of public health. Mu- 
nicipal conscience everywhere was still 
crude upon public health matters, but 
a large forward step -had been taken in 
concentrating all efforts upon the sup- 
pression of tuberculosis. It was a fact 
that the social status of a community 
hinged upon the amount of consump- 
tion prevailing there. The loss to the 
family and to the state through the 
disease was enormous. Investigation 
showed that a large percentage of the 
children of tubercular persons were af- 
flicted with the disease, which seized 
quickly upon the weak. If Canada was 
going to bring in as many immigrants 
■ as it had been doing, the country could 
not afford to let them flick to the 
cities. The problem must be dealt 
with before slums were formed. Im- 
migrants naturally would go to parts 
of cities when? people of their own 
race were congregated already, and 
thus shims would be found." 

Mrs. M. Peter of .St. John, X. B„ j 
and Mrs. Cox of Montreal spoke in a 
very enthusiastic way of the- benefits 
of city playgrounds. The extreme 
ground they took shows how much the! 
large cities of the east have missed 
by placing buildings in every avail- 
able plot of ground so that there are j 
no spaces where the children can play. 
The builders of Western cities have| 
their example as a warning and while 
they have apportunlty should provide 
for the future welfare ,.,f their chil- 
dren. Even In a city the best' invest- 
ment does not always bring in the 
greatest amount in ready money. 
» » ♦ 

The president, Lady Edgar ruled 
that as it had been agreed that the 
question of Woman Suffrage was to 
be discussed next year at the Inter- 
national council at Toronto there was 
no need to debate the resolution which 
stated that as women had always 
ranked foremost in moral and social 
reform work, and as the ballot was the 
keystone to the accomplishment of all 
reformative work the Canadian 
.National council should express Its 
opinion that the all important ques- 
tion of citizenship be awarded its 
rightful place on the programme at 
the International conference at To- 
ronto next June." 

This ruling prevented a very warm 
debate as among the members present 
were women who held extreme views 
on each side of the question. A para- 
graph approving of the policy and ac- 
tion of the British Suffragetts was 
struck out of a report by Dr. Glllen of 
Toronto on the citizenship of women. 
It ia pleasing to learn that there are 
but few Canadian women who believe 
In the suffragette policy. It will not 
do the cause of women suffrage In 
Canada any harm for women to post- 
pone public discussion till they have 
thought carefully on the question. It 
Is a very grave one and the responsi- 
bilities that the possession of the fran- 
chise would place upon women are far 
too heavy to be lightly undertaken. 
Meantime there are many and great ro> 
forms Unit women enn accomplish 
without the aid cither of- the ballot or 
the legislators.

Gains are 
counted according to the value of tho 
cards in each player's tricks when a 
hand is played out. In case of a 
"euchre" the loser subtracts from his 
•score whatever lie bet; the winners 
add to their score whatever they have 
made. Two hundred or more Is the 
game. Unlike most curd games, ilfty- 
nine does not come from the "West.

WOMAN'S^ RIGHTS 

Rector Street, New York, Is a curi- 
ous center for a woman's rights 
movement, yet It Is quietly bubbling 
there. The Interviewer found it on the 
second lloor at No. 2(i, where Mrs. 
Jacobs sat In her cosy little flat hold- 
ing her baby bov in her arms. An el- 
fish little daughter with Incredibly 

black eyes hovered about. Mrs. Ja- 
cobs, a handsome; well-dressed woman 
of 24, is a curious study to the out- 
lander, for she looks botli Oriental and 
American. 

It was difficult at first for the inter- 
viewer to find out on just what point 
Mrs. Jacobs was dissatisfied with the 
status of Syrian women; Did she want 
them to have equal pay for equal 
work'.' Oh, no, said Mrs. Jacobs; she 
did not think women ought to go out 
to earn money at all unless they were 
obliged. 

Did she want women to have the 
vote'.' Mrs. Jacobs lookod blank; she 
didn't know anything about that, she 
said. 

"What Is It you want for Syrian wo- 
men?" asked the interviewer. 

"I want them not to be married 
when they are 12 years old," said Mrs. 
Jacobs. 

"That is at the bottom of the whole 
slavery of Syrian women," she went 
on. "The women are married when 
they are 12 or If. They are nothing 
but little girls. They don't know any- 
thing. They have no will of their own. 
They are children. They do as they 
are told. 

"The parents tell the girl they have 
pieked a husband for her. She takes 
him even if she doesn't like him. How 
can a child of 12 or 14 set up her will 
against her parents? She doesn't love 
the man or know him or understand 
him. She doesn't understand herself 
or . marriage or know what marriage 
means, ; 

"In the Syrian colonies In America 
now some of the. girls are not married 
till 1.") or Hi. But most of the men go 
back to Syria for their wives, and 
bring back little girls of 12 and 13. 

'"The thing we want is equality of 
the husband and wife In the home. 
We are not taking any notice of the 
world outside the home. We don't 
know anything about that. 

"Syrian women in America like me 
have learned what the American homo 
is, and the position of the woman In 
it. We want the same. 1 was brought 
to America when I was 12, and mar- 
ried when I was 14. I have lived ever 
sinco until recently In Grand Rapids. 
1 had friends among American women 
there, and saw them in their homes. 

"The American women goes down- 
town and buys her own clothes, her 
children's clothes, the things necessary 
for the house. She does not ask her 
husband's consent. He leaves that to 
her. The Syrian .woman cannot do 
such a thing without her husband's 
knowledge and consent. 

"The American woman invites her 
friends to her home when she lilies, 
even to meals. She never thinks of 
asking her husband's leave. The Sy- 
rian wife would not dare do such a 
thing without permission. 

"The American mother brings up the 
children. She has authority over 
them. They respect and obey her. The 
Syrian mother often cannot tell her 
nythlng. The husband 
Me brings up the chil-

Many Syrian men 
do not wisli to send their daughters to 
school, hut they arc afraid of tho law, 
and so the girls go to school. 

"We are going to start a Syrian 
woman's magazine, yes, Mrs. John, of 
Shreveport, and I. We will start it In 
New York, maybe next year. We will 
put in about the cooking, about the 
housework and sewing, about tho care 
of children, for Syrian women do not 
know how to take good care of their 
children, they are too ignorant. And 
then wo will always put In a little In 
e\'ery paper about the rights of the 
woman, yes."

treasury. Under the circumstances It 
was concluded that those which par- 
ticipated in last season's competition 
and were entered for the forthcoming 
struggle would not be required to ad- 
vance any coin.

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Coming of Increasing Shipping 
Trade Will Necessitate Bet- 
ter Harbor Works 



BREAKWATER SUGGESTED 



Would Create Excellent Outer 
Harbor Offering Ample Ac- 
commodation 



I AYitli the growth of the shipping 
trade and tire expected changes that 
Will follow the construction o£ tne 
Panama. Canal— a 'work that Will mean 
much to the shipping trade of the 
North Pacific coast — the shipping men 
Who look to the future requirements 
of the port realize that improvements 
•will be necessary at the port of Vlc^ 
torin, If the natural advantages of 
position and easy access — for this is 
the port most easy of access of all 
on the North Pacific— are to be used 
to advantage. The wharfage is now 
•sufficient to cope with present require- 
ments: but there are clays now when 
:%he' total dock ■space is all utilised. 
'$S>\Vhen several of the large trans-pacific 
liners happen to bo in port at the same 
time and there is also a number of 
coasting steamers in port the clocks 
are well filled and those who look into 
the future and see the greatly in- 
creased volume of shipping that must 
come to this port when the changes in 
prospect are realized, when the north- 
ern country is settled following the 
completion of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, when the Canadian Northern 
road reaches tidewater on the? north- 
ern' coast, when the Panama Canal 
gives the shipping of the Atlantic a 
short lane to this coast and the 
Orient-bound tramps that come via 
the canal are attracted here for coal, 
as they will be, the need Of early 
action to secure harbor improvement 
is apparent. 

The announcement made by Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy oft his recent 
visit to Victoria that the big Atlantic 
Empresses which hold the blue ribbon 
of the Canadian route on the Atlantic 
were to come to Victoria in the near 
future is reason for the taking of steps 
at once to improve the facilities of 
the port. That these two liners will 
make Victoria their terminus is not 
unlikely. The liners run to Quebec 
and do not -risk the voyage up the 
well-lighted and less intricate water- 
way — than that between this port and 
Vancouver — of the St. Lawrence, and 
it Is reasonable to suppose that they 
will dock at this port. 

The tendency of the day is to in- 
crease the tonnage of vessels and with 
the Increase of the number of vessels 
• in the North Pacific, service and trad- 
ing to this part of the world dockage 
and harbor facilities become imper- 
ative' to a growing port. 

The Oriental lines have grown ex- 
ceedingly within the past ten years, 
and this outlook for the next decade, 
is for in still greater increase. New 
lines Eire In contemplation and im- 
provements are on the tapis for ex- 
isting lines. The OsPlca Shosen 
Kaisha. second of Japan's shipping 
companies, is building six vessels of 
6,000 tons net register at Kobe and 
Nagasaki, the C. P. R. service is to 
be improved with the addition of 
larger steamers, much greater in ton- 
nage than those used/ at present, re- 
ports are current that the Blue Funnel 
ilne proposes not only to increase its 
freighters by the addition of several 
vessels of larger tonnage than those 
now used, t also to place three 
steam-crs In a passenger and freight 
trade between Hongkong and this port 
and Paget Sound. Other changes are 
also contemplated. 

If tSte past is any criterion of the 
future the growth of the shipping 
trade will be rapid and the possi- 
bilities of vast development in the 
Pacific ocean in the near future: will 
cause the sending of many more ves- 
sels in ibis direction than come at 
present. ; 

In view of the expected demand for 
accommodation it is considered by, 
many shipping nu n that the work of 
interesting the government in the 
needs of the port, similarly as Mon- 
treal did, - as the trade of that port 
developed, should bo commenced with- 
out delay. One well known shipping 
man stated that from information re- 
ceived by him he believed the govern- 
ment would ho found ready to con- 
sider a scheme for the improvement 
of the harbor facilities. 

Some years ago the work or organ- 
izing a, harbor works board for the 
improvement of the port was begun, 
the proposal being to have a board 
of five members two appointed by 
the government, two by the board of 
trade and one by the city council. 
When the late Mr, Prefontaine, the 
then minister of marine visited Vic- 
toria the matter was taken up with 
him and although lie did not hold out 
the possibility that the government 
would he willing to entrust the ex- 
penditure of monies appropriated for 
harbor improvements to this board he 
favored the appointment of such a 
board to advise the government as to 
what was necessary, 

The Idea of the future f the port 
of Victoria held by many is that har- 
bor works should' be undertaken to 
make an outer harbor extending from 
the present outer wharf to a break- 
water to be built from the foreshore 
of Dallas road, say, Holland point to 
Brotchio ledge or thereabouts, and 
wharves, piers, ids., carried out from 
a bound built along the shore line to a 
depth of 35 feet of water at low tide. 
It is stated it would not be necessary 
to carry the piers to v. ry great dis- 
tance to get the required depth, audi 
with the shelter of a breakwater the j 
harborjthuH made would be not only 
most safe, but on,, of the most easy 
of Ingress and egress found among 
the ports of the seven seas. With 
electrical . or hydraulic cranes, and 
other gear for .working- cargo, ware- 
houses, etc.. the harbor which could 
be made would be a most desirable 
one. Victoria Is favored many 
ways, geographically and otherwise, 
by the scant fall of tide, which Is 
about eight feet hero as compared

TRADE GROWING BETWEEN 
CANADA AMD CHINA 



Attention Drawn to Increased Busi- 
ness in Wheat and Flour By 
Shanghai Officials Report 



The increasing trade between Can- 
ada and China is commented upon in 
a recent trade report Issued by the 
British government officials at Shang- 
hai. With regard to shipping the 
report says: "The results of the 
carrying trade during the year were 
of a disappointing nature, as the 
quantity of cargo to be handled never 
exceeded normal limits, and there was 
still too much tonnage on the coast. 
Many of the 'outside' steamers wjilch 
centred here during the war, however, 
have been forced to leave and the 
outlook for the coining year is there- 
fore rather more hopeful. The' situ- 
ation may be traced to a great extent 
to the general depression in all 
branches of commerce and to keen 
competition which existed to obtain 
any trade that was offering even at 
very low rates. Although the figures 
do not show so marked an increase 
as in the year 1905 and 190G, there has 
been an "Increase of tonnage entering 
and clearing during the year, and there 
Is no sign that the high position of 
Shanghai us a shipping port Is likely 
to be adversely affected by temporary 
conditions of commercial depression. 

The Homeward Freight Conference 
has taken a step during the year 
which Is not without interest. For 
many years past there has been great 
difficulty willi regard not only to 
homeward-bound freight but also to 
cargo transhipped here from coastal 
and Yangtsze ports. The conference 
has therefore retained the services of 
a sworn measurer, who holds much 
the same position as the officers per- 
forming similar duties at Calcutta and 
Bombay on behalf of the Chamber 
of Commerce. The absolute Impar- 
tiality of the system has given great 
satisfaction both to tiie conference rind 
to shippers of cargo, and the Innova- 
tion is distinctly a progressive step 
ill the life of the port. 

As we look back to the year it ap- 
pears one of local disappointment, but, 
rising above and standing out from 
temporary difficulties the growing Im- 
portance of the port asserts Itself in 
spite of the bad year. Canada and 
Australia have both awakened to the 
possibility of a profitable trade with 
China, large quantities of wheat and 
Hour coming from the former, and 
the latter seeking by an Improved 
steamship service to find a new outlet 
for its farm produce. 



NEW STEAMERS FOR 
PUGET SOUND TRADE 



Service Will Be Better Than 
Known in These Waters 
Next Summer 



The coming of the new steamer 
Princess Charlotte, which will bo here 
next month to alternate next spring 
witli the line steamer Princess Victoria 
on the Victoria- Vancouver-Seattle 
route, the prospect of a fast steamer 
for the International Steamship com- 
pany which has been long promised 
and may eventually materialize', and 
the building of new steamers for tho 
inland routes on Puget Sound promise 
a better steamship service than this 
section has known for the expected 
heavy travel because of the Alaska- 
Pacific Yukon j exposition at Seattle 
next summer. 

The contract for another fast steam- 
er for Puget Sound service has just 
been let by the Kitsap County Trans- 
portation company, of Seattle, 10' 
Joseph Supple, of Portland, The 
Steamer will be a wooden vessel of IS 
knots speed, and will be named the 
Hyak, 'Plie name is a Chinook word 
meaning "go fast." 

The Hyak is to be built of wood 
along the same general lines as the 
steamer Kitsap, ot the local company's 
ileet, although there will be a radical 
change in the shape of the stern. The 
Hyak will be built more Hat at the 
stern, somewhat after the style of tor- 
pedo boats and this Is expected to give 
tier additional speed and more stability. 
The Hyak will be ten feet longer than 
tlie Kitsap and will have a passenger 
accommodation of 400. 

The specifications call for a single 
screw steamer burning fuel oil, and 
with a speed somewhat in excess ef 
eighteen knots. Her dimensions will 
be: Length, 145 feet and beam 23 
feet. The engines and machinery will 
be almost a duplicate of those In the 
Kitsap. They will be furnished by 
Charles L. Seabury, of Morris Heights, 
New York. 

No bids were asked for the Hyak, 
but the contract was awarded to Mr. 
Supple in accordance with an under- 
standing after he had built the Kitsap. 
The Supple yard Is known for its good 
work and the- Kitsap is a good ex- 
ample. The Hyak will be elaborately 
furnished and will represent an outlay 
of $75,000. 

B. P. Morgan, manager of the Kitsap 
County Transportation company, said 
yesterday that the Hyak will be tho 
finest craft of her class on Puget 
Sound. The company has not deter- 
mined which of its routes tho Hyak 
will cover, but she will ply on one of 
the regular runs In place of one of the 
other steamers of the same licet. 
' The completion of the Hyak means 
that at least four new passenger 
steamers will be seen on Puget sound 
next summer. The fast daylight flyer 
H. B. Kennedy, is to be launched at 
Portland next Saturday and will bo 
In service on the Port Orchard routu 
in the early spring. The steamer 
Vushonian, to run to the west side of 
Vashon island, will be launched within 
a short time, from Sloan Brothers' 
yard in this city. At Tacoma, Craw- 
ford it Re-id are constructing a fust 
steamer for the same run for M. Mc- 
Dowell. These four new vessels may 
make considerable difference in the 
line-up of the inland fleet during next 
slimmer.

While shipowners generally arc anx- 
ious for a subsidy bill, those who have 
studied the decadence of American 
shipping believe that more favorable 
shipping laws would prove a greater 
benefit to tonnage under the American 
flag. It Is well known that much 
United States capital is Invested in 
tonnage of foreign registry because the 
laws of other nations are much more 
favorable to shipping. It is pointed 
out that if United States laws penult- 
ted the registry under the American 
Hag id' vessels built in foreign yards, 
it would be a great help. Shipbuild- 
ers in this country claim that It would 
not injure their business. They as- 
sert that their money is made in re- 
pairs and not in building new vessels.

The Seattle Post-Intelligencer o£ 
yesterday says: "In the present dis- 
couraging state of shipping on this 
coast, owners of American tonnage In 
the foreign trade see but one ray of 
hope. Tliis Is that congress at its 
coming session may pass a subsidy bill 
that will give American vessels an 
equal chance with the subsidized rivals 
of foreign nations. 

Outside- of the Great Northern liner 
.Minnesota, the only American mer- 
chantmen now plying in the foreign 
trade in the Pacific are the vessels of 
the Pacific Mail company, running out 
ot' San Francisco, Officers of the Pa- 
cific Mail view with alarm the effects 
of the new Oriental rates, which wont 
into effect November 1, and the with- 
drawal of all their vessels from the 
highways of commerce has been discus- 
sed by officers of the company.

Forty Tons of Molton Glass. 

A remarkable incident happened at 
Tutbury, near Burton-oa-Trent, Eng. 
Tutbury is, says the Standard of Um- 
pire, renowned for its giant glass fur- 
naces, each of which holds many tons 
of .molten glass. On Saturday tho 
glass- workers were preparing to set 
the liquid flowing from one of the cu- 
polas, when the wall of the furnace 
suddenly gave way, and an immense 
,mnss of the molten glass, weighing, it 
is estimated, fully forty tons, burst 
out. There was an indescribable panic 
as the glowing and hissing glass pour- 
ed along the ground, driving everyone 
before It. Several of the glass- workers 
only just escaped as the fiery torrent 
svyept towards them, but, fortunately, 
no one was engulfed. All the workmen 
were called on Immediately to save 
the main works by erecting a barricade 
against the crystal flood. This they 
did by rapidly throwing upbn low wall 
with all the materials they could set 
hands upon. The melted glass was 
stopped by the wall at the critical mo- 
ment, and solidified into an immense 
solid slab, resembling a thick sheet ot 
pure Ice. The greatest difficulty was 
found in removing it when cool.

The success of Capt. Young, of the 
Liverpool Salvage association, in Heat- 
ing H.M.S. Gladiator, ha-s created 
much interest among shipping men of 
Victoria. Capt. Young Is well known 
here, his first visit being to float tho 

steamer Umatilla, wrecked near Pace tons in 18UC and 2,240.284 metric tons 
Rocks. The salvage of the Gladiator 
was an Interesting case. The remedies 
which had been found effective in 
raising liners and merchantman hud 
to bo persevered with in stronger 
doses to ascertain If they were of 
value for lifting ships so specially con- 
structed as the modern war vessel. 
The presence of an armored deck 
running the length of the ship, and, 
so to speak, creating in the hull a vast 
tank undivided bv , compartments, has 
loaded the wreck with a dead weight 
the resistance of which could only be 
discovered bv actual tests. 

When in July all the compartments 
undamaged by the. collision had been 
made water-tight and tin; water was 
pumped out of them by four 10-in. 
runups, fitted to gunboats, it was 
found that the weight of water im- 
prisoned in the huli by the armored 
deck and the weight of water and 
machinery in the "wound," as the gap- 
ing hole in the starboard side is call- 
ed, was so great that scarcely any 
buoyancy was Imparted to the wreck, 
despite the adventitious aid lent by a 
couple of lifting camels each capable 
of raising 100 tons. But under the 
strain of the 9-in hawsers, hauled in 
bv winches on the shore, the ship's 
head moved six inches. It seemed 
such a small result for so great an 
effort that the word failure was writ- 
ten across the attempt. But Capt. 
Fred Young, the able officer of the 
Liverpool Salvago company, who bus 
conducted' tin- operations so success- 
fully terminated on Saturday, was 
not discouraged. His divers reported 
that the lifting "camels" were slip- 
ping on the hawsers, which encircled' 
the ship like bands, and had not been 

full for the ( ipressed air pumped 

Into their monster cylinders. The les- 
sons learned that day when I was on 
board the wreck watching the Infini- 
testlmal movements of the plummet 
and the spirit-level, which showed 
tli.it tin- six or seven thousand tons 
dead weight hud actually shifted, 
were what ('apt. young had to work 
upon for his next great attempt. He 
told me than, "If I get her upright 
nothing but her breaking up in a 
storm will prevent me from gottlng 
her into Portsmouth.'" 

'1 "lie Gladiator, like all wrecks, had 
grounded In the very worst, position 
for salvage. 'Pin- tides raced past her. 
So strong wen- these currents that 
divers could only work beneath the 
sea for very short periods at. slack 
Water. When I was on board there 
were corpses jammed in the wreckage, 
which the divers could sec — but not 
release — every time they went down. 
And I was told the grim story of how 
the bodies which were recovered in the 
early days after the wreck, were car- 
ried by die tides right to their old 
Ship, and, floating lace downwards, 
with arms extended, looked for all the 
world ns though they were swimming 
buck to the wreck that had once been 
their home! 

Six week of •ifurther preparation, 
and the water-tight compartments had 
been more carefully patched, addition- 
al lifting "camels'l had been sunk be- 
neath the submerged starboard side, 
the bilge keel had been weighted with 
Tour hundred tons of lend, and what 
looked like a steel mast had been 
erected on the exposed port side, on 
which tugs were to haul to pull the 
great ship upright. About the middle 
of September ('apt. Young and bis as- 
sistants hud the satisfaction of seeing 
tie- Gladiator by dint of lifting on the 
starboard side and lugging on the J 
other, roll on to un almost even keel, | 
with her masts, in fact, only about 
three degrees out of the perpendicular. 
In the course of the operation tho bow 
of the wreck had to be swung round 

slightly shorpwards, but not sufficient- 
ly to find the slack water inside the 
tideway, 

All Idea, of temporarily repairing the 
hull where It lay wus abandoned. It 
was calculated that with the support 
of i be lifting "camels" a safe low to 
Portsmouth might bo made if the 
ship's compartments could lie kept 
pumped out. It was out of tin; qnes- I 
t i<n> to have tin- flotilla id' gunboiits 
steaming by her side and pumping nil 
the way across the Solent. So the' 
pumps were removed from til" gun- 
boat-; and re-oreeted on the dock of | 
tin' wreck around Which was built a I 
COflerdam, or, in other words, a sort 
of false bulwark, to prevent the water 
that, was pumped out sweeping buck- 
on the deck and Into the compartments 
afresh. 

With pumps at work the rescued 
wreck was toweil Into Portsmouth har- 
bor, Tt may he that her only use now 
Will lie that of a target. But the 
Gladiator bus provided a lesson In ship 
salvaging which will prove very valua- 
ble should, a Dreadnought or an in- 
domitable come to grief, and the opcr-

FISHERY PROTECTION 
VIGOROUSLY URGED 



Vancouver Board of Trade 
Draws Attention of Domin- 
ion Government 



Vancouver, Nov. -1. — The importance 
of conserving and protecting tho Pa- 
cific dee]) sea llsheries within Canad- 
ian waters up the coast will again 
be brought to the attention of the Do- 
minion government. Strong resolu- 
tions urging Immediate action were 
adopted at last night's meeting of tho 
Vancouver board of trade. 

The situation was fully presented by 
H. 1 1. Watson, who stated that while 
formerly the shipments of halibut ar- 
riving in Vancouver weighed slNty 
pounds per Huh, recent shipments had 
declined as low as eight and ton 
pounds, This was due to the rapid 
depletion of iho llsheries owing to tho 
Invasion of American poachers; He 
stated that no less than 130 vessels 
were poaching In northern waters. No 
less Hum :!!), 000 tons of halibut caught 
in Canadian waters were last year 
Shipped east from Seattle, tho ship - 
ments from Vancouver amounting to 
only thirteen thousand tons. Mr. Wat- 
sou urged that steps bo (alien 'to, 
impress the government with a sense 
of tho Importance of preserving the 
fisheries for Canadians. In bis opinion 
there was no reason why tho entire 
halibut trade should not be centralized 
In this city. 

Similar views were expressed by C. 
Woodward, who also suggested that 
tho co-operation of every public man 
in Canada be sought In order to pre- 
serve tho llsheries from extinction. 

II. Bell-Irving stated that the late 
Emperor William In 1872 gave Ills 
award that Hecate strait and Dixon 
entrance were in Canadian territorial 
waters. This had been ratified by 
trinity In the following year. 

W. G. Harvey held that the treaty 
had never been enforced. 

Tho drafting of the formal resolu- 
tion to be sent to Ottawa will bo left 
to the fisheries committee of tho board. 

Another formal resolution will draw 
attention of the Dominion government 
to the fact that it lias been left un- 
represented at tho Alaska-Yukon- 
Pacific Exposition. It was submitted 
by W, H. Malkln and was strongly 
supported by J. B. Mathers, who de- 
plored tho Ignorance prevailing in 
tlio United States respecting Canada's 
possessions in tho north.

Whether tho C.P.R. or the Great 
Northern railway will be -the Hrst to 
connect the Kootenay country with the 
coast Is a matter of considerable 
speculation. The roads have started 
construction from opposite .ends, the 
C.P.R. from Bpence's Bridge, and the 
Grout Northern from Midway, and 
both are •surveying and building a lit- 
tle more road all the tithe. 

Tho survey Just completed by tho 
C.P.R. was carried out by H.B. Carry, 

of the company's engineering staff, lie 
started the work In April and lias just 
returned to Vancouver. The line 
traverses one hundred and sixty miles 
In running between Nicola and Pen- 
tlcton and It Is learned that excellent 
grades have been BCCUrod. 

The route, while not givon exactly 
for publication, lies through tho 
Simiikamecn valley and Into the Ok'a- 
nagan, where It skirls the town of 
Summerland en route t„ Pehtleton.

Herr Ballin Hna Plan to Establish a 
Community of Interests By tho 
Shipping Companies 

Mall advices from London and 
Liverpool bring Interesting details of 
the German steamship proposal to 
ICngllBh shipowners to call a halt In 
the ruinous competitive building of 
liners de luxe, and to establish a com- 
munity of interests arrangement, be- 
tween the chief companies engaged In 
the North Atlantic trade. The plan 
does not SOOm to havo received a very 
ready welcome In England, The scheme 
was submitted, If Is understood, to 
British shipowners about throe months 
ago, and duly acknowledged, and there 
the. matter rests. It Is not that ship- 
owners are well satisfied with profits 
as they are, The. shipping trade Is ex- 
periencing the pinch or hard times, and 
not for many years has the steerage 
< this year. But

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scheme is, with its proposed saving 
or £1!, 500,000 per annum for the share- 
holders or the various companies, It Is 
at present impossible of realization as 
a working proposition, It Is also known 
that the Germans have been heavily 
lilt by the shipping trade depression! 
and there IS no great desire on tho 
part of British shipowners to extricate 
them from their difficulties by a 
scheme which would curtail the liber- 
ties of British companies In the future 
and raise Innumerable delicate Ques- 
tion^ 

For some time past the lines form- 
ing the North Atlantic conference havo 
been pooling their third class traffic, 
and charging minimum cabin fares 
according to a scale which recognly.es 
tho speed and accommodation of Indi- 
vidual ships. '1'he scheme now pro- 
posed would carry co-operation much 
further. Briefly, It Is said to be as fol- 
lows: 

i. Contribution of each company at 
the rate of ill for every llrst cabin 
passenger, and Cs for every second 
cabin passenger, to a fund to lie used 
for breaking up the older and slower 
boats of each company, 

t. A definite agreement as to Hall 
IngS to and from Now York, including 
the complete reorganization of the At- 
lantic mall services and their accom- 
modation to a system under which ono 
fast steamer will leave each side every 
day. 

3. An agreement as to future ship- 
building no that each company will no 
longer attempt to outvie the other In 
tlii! speed, size and luxury of Its boat. 

Commenting upon the proposals, the 
Dally Telegraph says: "Looking at It 
from a. point of view of tho counting 
house, a system under which tho At- 
lantic companies endeavor to outbid 
each other at ruinous outlay seems as 
Incomprehensible as the recent rate 
wars. Herr Ballin tries to drive homo 
Ills scheme by giving some figures an 
to the recent Increase in cost of At- 
lantic liners. Tim old AugUHtc Vic- 
toria, of tho Hamburg-American lino, 
Introduced In l.stia, cost, ho says little 
more than £200,000. Then the English 
companies went ahead, and tho Ger- 
mans bad to reply with the old Furst 
Blsmack, costing about £820,000. 
Things went on until, In 1000, the 
I lamlnirg- American line paid over 
£550,000 for tho Dcutschlahd. Then 
again, all through tho English, the 

KulSorlri AUgUStC Victoria bad to bo 
produced at a cost of £700,000, The 
laisltanla and the .Mauretanla probably 
cost £1,260,000 apiece, and Horr Bal- 
lin estimates that the two White Star 
leviathans of the future will each cost 
at leant £1,300,000.

PROPHETS MISTAKEN 
AS TO STOCK MARKET 

Course of Prices Exactly Op- 
posite to the Predictions 
of Experts 



New York, Nov. 4. — Tho. stock mar- 
ket todtiy discredited the prophets. It. 
lias been pointed out with great pre- 
cision by a multitude of advisers what 
the exact course of the stock market 
was to be following the elections. This 
was to bo an immediate bulge in prices, 
helped by manipulative tactics, thus 
making the new outside buyers pay the 
highest price for their stocks and giv- 
ing the largest profits to the inside sel- 
lers. Afterwards the pressure of real- 
izing sales would inevitably tell on tho 
price level, and a sharp reaction must 
not bo expected until the gathering of 
forces sufficient to resume un upward 
movement. 

The extent of the advances estab- 
lished for Americans in London before 
trading began in New York today, con- 
firmed this view in the minds of many 
operators, and they acted in accord- 
ance with this view. Selling from these 
forces was in such volume, in fact, that 
few of the opening prices were as high 
as they had been In London earlier. 

Instead of advancing after the open- 
ing, the market gave way slowly and 
on a volume of sales which lias not 
been seen before this year. It was the 
subsequent action of the market that 
belled the common opinion. After a 
momentary pause at the end of the 
lirst hour, when the buying orders 
seemed to have been exhausted and 
prices were quite generally a point be- 
low the opening high level, there de- 
veloped an impressive new demand. 
The buying for the rest of the day was 
persistent and determined, and ranged 
over a wide Held of choice in the list of 
stocks. 

The sentiment of the country, as ex- 
pressed in the elections, was construed 
as favorable to capital and opposed to 
radical readjustments of established 
relations between capital and labor and 
capital and employment. The out- 
burst of speculative enthusiasm which 
resulted proved a surprise to the most 
careful observers. . 

Bonds were firm. United States 
bonds were unchanged on Call. 

NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 

New York, Nov. 4. — The list displayed 
a decided upward tendency with the llar- 
riman issues In the lead with the Hill. 
Favorable outcome of the election to- 
gether with the higher London market 
lias Induced a better feeling to prevail 
In financial circles and a revival of pub- 
lie Interest has been noted. Considerable 
profit taking was in progress during the 
session but the offerings were well ab- 
sorbed and the list closed very strong at 
the best prices of the day. It seems to 
be'thfl general impression that a" quick 
revival in industrial conditions will take 
place between now and the end of the 
year and as It Is the bulk of the securi- 
ties is still controlled by strong inter- 
ests who seem persistent in their ef- 
forts to force higher prices throughout 
the list, it does not seem likely that ma- 
terial recession will be permitted, al- 
though tho pace set today can hardly be 
expected to continue very long.

CHICAGO GRAIN AND PROVISIONS. 

Chicago, Nov. I. — Wheat: There was a 
great big bull market In wheat at the 
opening today and it wan based on nat- 
•fur.-i 1 conditions and higher cables. The 
result, of thu election of yesterday acted 



as n tonic for buyers and added to tho 
strength on lirst trades when prices were 
carried up a little over 101 for December. 
Considerable quantity of long wheat 
was for sale at a sharp advance of this 
kind. Northwest receipts looked very 
large, because of tho two days Inspection 
and this acted as a damper on bull en- 
thusiasm. Late In the session the Ar- 
gentine news was conflicting. Before 
tho close many of the early buyers ap- 
peared to get discouraged and let go 
their holdings and this put the market 
back on last trades to just about closing 
figures of Monday. We think a reaction 
of this kind makes the market a healthy 
one for buyers who believe In higher 
prices later. 

Corn: The most noticeable feature. In 
the corn trade was the fact that both 
December and May were selling at the 
same price at the close. There was some 
early strength In sympathy with wheat 
but a group of professionals In tho corn 
trade took the selling side, and forced 
a moderate decline late in the day. We 
prefer to let the professional bears do 
tho selling of corn around this level nnd 
advise conservatism in buying on a scale 
down for a bull market when the corn 
raisers of the west refuse to sell at the 
lower cash price. 

Oats: Prices had a fair degree of firm- 
ness all day and even at the close prices 
were a trifle better than last figures 
Monday. Strong people were buyers of 
May oats early and late. Shipping sales 
100,000 today. 

Provisions: Decided strength in the 
hog market at the yards during the morn- 
ing was the chief cause of a good ad- 
vance in all products. Shorts were 
buyers at the highest prices during the 
first hour. Local longs added to their 
lines. Later there was considerable sel- 
ling from outside packers. At the close 
the early advance was all lost except a

senator from that State. He has many 
admirers in Washington, and his en- 
try upon the scene of national politics 
will be observed with keen interest. It' 
Indiana should send a Democrat in 
place of Hemenway, it is supposed 
here that John W. Kern, the defeat- 
ed vice-presidential candidate, would 
lie chosen, and he would be the first 
Democrat to occupy a senatorial scat 
from Indiana since 1S99. 

The result in the house probably will 
show little change in numbers on the 
respective sides, but there will 'be a 
considerable shifting in the personnel 
of that body. 

Indiana's Vote 

Indianapolis, Intl., Nov. 4.— For the 
first time since Thos. A. Hendry was 
elicted governor on the Democratic 
state ticket and U. S. Grant received 
the electoral vote of the state for the 
Republican national ticket, Indiana has 
given a plurality to the Republican 
candidate for president, and at the 
same time elected a Democratic can- 
didate for governor. 

Whether Thomas R. Marshall, the 
governor-elect, will carry the rest of 
the state ticket with him is a matter 
Of conjecture. 

According to the latest estimate Mr. 
Taft received a plurality of about 
15,000, and Mr. Marshall was victori- 
ous over James E. Watson, Republican 
candidate for governor, by 8.000. The 
congressional representation from this 
state will be eight Democrats and five 
Republicans. The latest returns cre- 
dit the Democrats with six and tho 
Republicans with five members, with 
two districts in doubt — the fifth and 
the fcixth— with the chances favoring 
the Democratic candidates. Tho legis- 
lature is in doubt, but it Is claimed by 
the Democrats.

B. Quinby, Republican, waa elected by 
a majority of 1086 votes. 
• Seattle, Nov. 4.— With returns half 
ccmplcto In the state of Washington, 
Taft 1ms a. plurality of 17,182 and Cos- 
grove, Republican, for governor, 14,972. 

Omaha, Neb., Nov. 4— The Omaha 
Bee (Republican), late today concedes 
the state to Bryan by 5,000 or more 
and the election of Shallenberger. 
Democratic candidate for governor by 
at least S,000 and says the surface in- 
dications point to a clean sweep of 
the Nebraska congressional delegation 
by the Democrats, although the fourth 
district is still In doubt. It may be 
two days before the result in that dis- 
trict' will be definitely known. The 
legislature will be Democratic. There- 
is no senator to elect however. 

St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 4.— The Dis- 
patch in Us last edition today says: 
Governor Johnson's majority will ho 
between 1.0,000 and 15,000 and may reach 
20,000 with sixty counties heard from 
and only a fraction of them complete, 
Governor Johnson bad a plurality of 
16,486, That he was safely elected 
was practically assured.
